Recently many people have recog- 
nized that the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment Corrections (DOC) exaggerated 
the problem prison overcrowding. But 
this only the tip the iceberg. 

The inflated statistics have 
proven wrong every instance for 
least two years. essential that the 
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tax-paying public apprised when 
and how the massive drive for prison 
construction began. 

July 1975, lawyer happened 
Ways and Means. Committee hearing 
which Corrections Commissioner Frank 
Hall was heard request millions state 
dollars for new prison construction. Our 
source noted that the only people privy 
the immense documentation justifying 
these large new prison allocations were 
Frank Hall and Senator James Kelly. 

Our attempts gain access these 
startling budgetary requests ran into 
stone wall. finally took the prestige and 
resources the Massachusetts Bar Asso- 
ciation see what the prison-construc- 
tion proposals were all about. 

The corrections committee the Mas- 
sachusetts Bar Association examined the 
proposal and promulgated its own rec- 
ommendations. The committee stated 
that Massachusetts does not need new 
prisons, that DOC should instead imple- 
ment Chapter 777 Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Laws (1972), which would allow 
more flexibility keeping prisoners, and 
move toward community corrections. 

Nonetheless, Governor Dukakis, 
Secretary Human Services Jerald Ste- 
vens, Commissioner Hall, and now the 
Senate Ways and Means Committee re- 
main hell-bent spending million 
million build two new useless pris- 
ons. Their estimate does not include 
many millions more for wages and oper- 
ating costs. 

community-based corrections sys- 
tem more effective helping prison- 
ers regain responsibility for their lives 
than locking them prison with- 
out anything for the majority 
their time. community-based correc- 
tions system has much lower recid- 
ivism rate, more humane and 
cheaper. 

time ask some profound ques- 
tions about just who benefits from pris- 
expansion.

Its 
once-elegant townhouses, long ago 
subdivided, have fallen into decline.

One their purposes 
was break deadlock that had de- 
veloped between prisoners carrying 
hunger strike the maximum-se- 
curity side the institution and Correc- 
tion Department officials who had re- 
fused discuss any the related inmate 
grievances until the strikers ended their 
protest, which began September 29. 

The lawmakers also planned begin 
looking into charges the inmates had 
made against the institution. They had 
spelled these out ten-page report that 
was delivered earlier the legislators 
coalition prisoner-support organiza- 
tions, including the Cambridge chapter 
the American Friends Service Committee 
and the Dorchester-based Families and 
Friends Prisoners Inc. The report cen- 
ters alleged racism and drug traf- 
ficking which says are causing tension 
and violence escalate throughout the 
institution: inmates charge that some cor- 
rection officers deliberately engage 
keep the inmate body 
divided, and that major quantity 
drugs” entering the institution could not 
smuggled unless guards were in- 
volved the operation. Illegal drug traf- 
ficking, they say, contributes 
bings, pipe-beatings and 
pole: die over drug-incurred 
Also mentioned are lack 
proper medical care; the absence 
psychiatric services, even for seriously 
disturbed and sometimes extremely vio- 
lent prisoners; the arbitrary use isola- 
tion cells punish prisoners; and arbi- 
trariness and favoritism the way the in- 
mate-classification system ad- 
ministered.

Hugo Blanco was born Cuzco, 
largest department.

‘50s, after studying agronomy Argen- 
tina, Blanco returned Peru, joined the 


Revolutionary Labor Party and began or-

Smooth the top the cake hold- 
ing the metal spatula 45-degree 
angle and pulling across the frost- 
ing.

There 
are bare brick walls both ends the 
long room, and the atmosphere that 
authentic taverna, with none the 
tacky plastic quality that sometimes char- 
acterizes ethnic restaurants. The insidi- 
ous canned Middle Eastern Muzak that 
relentlessly assaults diners too many 
Greek restaurants conspicuously ab- 
sent from the Athenian Taverna. 

limited wine list features moder- 
ately priced selections from Greece, 
France, Italy and California, full and 
half-bottles. The house wine (Christian 
Brothers) costs $3.75 for generous ca- 
rafe, $1.95 for half-carafe and cents 
for glass. 

the food tried, but the Athenian Ta- 
verna’s appetizers are its real forte: they 
were truly exceptional. 

Avoglemono soup (65 cents) was 
large bowl satiny, lemon-accented 
stock containing delicious bits chicken 
and firm grains rice. tasted fresh and 


suffered from none the ills tired 


chicken, tasteless rice that can ruin 
otherwise tangy and seductive egg-lemon 
soup. 

Tzatziki ($1.15), blend chopped 
cucumber, pureed garlic and thick yo- 
gurt, was remarkably refreshing. The 
garlic added subtle accent without 
dominating the pleasant combination 
the other ingredients. 

Spanakotiropita ($1.25) sort pie, 
with feta cheese and chopped fresh spin- 
ach baked crust flaky phyllo pas- 
try. This version was, like the tzatziki, 
felicitous blend flavors, with one 
overpowering the others. 

Dolmadakia ($2) consist grape 
leaves stuffed with rice; this case the 
rice had been interestingly seasoned with 
touch mint. They were covered with 
mild egg-lemon sauce and the taste was 

and pleasant, with surprising 
resinous undertone that did not detract 
all from the total effect. 

excellent version this Greek caviar 
dish, which combines fish roe and bread 
pureed with olive oil and lemon. was 
served with some splendid Greek olives 
definitely one the better taramas 
tried. 

new experience for was tasting 
the broiled spicy Greek sausage ($2.50), 
and was one repeat the earliest 
opportunity. Eight ten slices sausage

seasoned with orange, cardomom and 
other spices were served hot under 
blanket mild, melted kasseri cheese. 
They make excellent first course, and 
are even better when accompanied im- 
ported Greek beer. 

One can sample most these appe- 
tizers purchasing the combination.

more than enough for four. This beauti- 
fully served combination plate included 
generous portions tzatziki, tarama, 
spinach roll, stuffed grape leaves and 
chunks feta. 


entrees tried achieved varying 
degrees success, although for the most 
part well above average.

Radiation and the Thyroid 
For time, X-rays were the 
magical toy medicine. When 
became obvious that you could 
really see through the body with 
them, all kinds devices were 
produced that improved the 
diagnostic capability 
but the same time sprayed ra- 
diation around indiscriminately. 
Apart from the fact that the early 
X-ray machines had shielding 
prevent exposure parts 
the body that might harmed 
radiation such the testes and 
ovaries and that fluoroscopy 
(prolonged viewing parts 
the body behind X-ray screen) 
was often demonstrated pat- 
ients for amusement (by radiol- 
ogists whose unshielded hands 
many years later became badly 
disfigured), perhaps the greatest 
abuse such radiation was 
shoe stores that used dangerous 
X-ray machines patently friv- 
olous way allow mothers 
gaze their children’s feet right 
through the new shoes 
course, shielding was 


not used. hindsight, all this 


looks like foolish tampering with 
the human body, but fact the 
time little thought was given 
potential dangers; this diagnostic 
tool was new, exciting and val- 
uable. 

Radiation (not the kind em- 
ployed diagnosis, but the more 
intense kind used for therapy) 
was first used the ‘20s for 
variety conditions other than 
cancer. Acne, ringworm (caused 
type parasitic fungus) and 
class conditions involving en- 
larged lymph glands all came un- 
der the beam. 

This last group included en- 
larged glands the neck, swol- 
len tonsils and adenoids, swel- 
ling around the eustachian tube 
the throat*(a condition associated 
with chronic ear problems) and 
enlargement the thymus gland 
(which turned out not 
problem: the collection 
lymph tissue the chest 
normally large infants and be- 
comes smaller with age). The ra- 
tionale for treating was that 
some physicians claimed that 
large thymus was associated with 
certain breathing difficulties 
young children, possibly result- 
ing sudden death; also, the 
gland was thought have 


function. That school thought 
has been discredited now; more- 
over, the thymus has been found 
play important role the 
development the im- 
munity mechanisms. Irradiation 
affects lymph tissue more than 
does most others; the positive 
side, can, what seems almost 
magical way, enlarged 
abnormal collections this cell 
type hence its value the 
treatment disease 
and the various lymphomas. But 
for the thymus gland, tonsils and 
other non-malignant tissues, ir- 
radiation not now generally rec- 
ommended.

Most those 
who had this kind abnormal- 
ity were operated on, and, that 
group, about one-third were 
found have cancer.

The key growing 
bromeliads, well many other 
house plants, having the right 
combination light, temperature 
and moisture. you have lea 
two these ingredients, your

First 
all you must consider where 
the plant grows nature before 
you can determine the amount 
light needs. grows the 
jungle floor, 
Crypthanthus, then requires 
very little light.

The war which had begun 
the holiest Jewish holidays with 
surprise Arab attack going badly. 
Minister Defense Moshe Dayan and 
Chief Staff David Elazar have 
spent days afguing tactics Mrs. 
Meir mourns the heavy casualties. 
Stateside, Nixon has dicked around with 
proffered planes while the available 
supply Israeli pilots dwindles. Finally, 
decision reached cross the Suez 
Canal. Mrs. Meir prepares tea, and her 
cabinet readies itself for all-night vigil 
await news successful traversal.

Introducing Great Brittain 


David Denby 


Brittain one the finest 
documentary filmmakers the world 
indeed, only Fred Wiseman and Marcel 
Ophuls may better and yet al- 
most completely unknown this coun- 
try. Brittain, nine whose films will 
shown next weekend Center Screen 
festival Harvard’s Carpenter Center, 
Canadian, and he’s the victim 
double prejudice. First, there’s Canadian 
diffidence and pride, the snobbish reflex 
subordinate culture: promoting your 
work this country Canadian 
apparently considered vulgar, silly, and, 
well, American. Second, there’s our own 
traditional indifference virtually ev- 
erything produced north the border. 
These two attitudes combine stifle the 
reputation this country almost ev- 
ery Canadian artist note. 

Employed since 1955 the National 
Film Board Canada government- 
sponsored organization that produces all 
sorts films astonishingly high qual- 
ity), Brittain, 49, has made almost 100 
films for the Board, including the recent, 
feature-length Volcano, which was nomi- 
nated for Academy Award earlier this 
year and finally began its commercial run 
New York last week (it opens Center 
Screen’s Brittain festival Friday night 
see the end this article for ticket and 
schedule information). Brittain’s work 
fairly conservative technique but bold 
and bracingly intelligent spirit. 
mixes cinema-verite shooting, inter- 
views, photographs, stock footage 
whatever necessary for his purpose. 
excels portrait films and historical in- 
vestigations, purging these familiar docu- 
mentary genres their usual sluggish- 
ness and intellectual timidity. Indeed, al- 
most any one his films would make the 
standard network PBS documentary 
look sick. 

Volcano not Brittain’s best film (his 
masterpiece the 1965 Memorandum, 
which describe presently), but it’s cer- 
tainly his most ambitious. Subtitled 
inquiry into the life and death Mal- 
colm Lowry,” Volcano portrait lov- 
ing and punishing detail 
mented writer who drank heavily all his 
life and somehow managed produce 
that dark masterwork, Under the Vol- 
cano (1947), before collapsed and died 
probable suicide) 1957 the age 
48. recent years Lowry has become 
rather familiar romantic figure an- 
other those greatly gifted, brilliantly 
attractive young men who produced some 
fine work and then, with full knowledge 
what they were doing, settled down 
drink themselves into the grave (Scott 
Fitzgerald, Thomas Wolfe, Dylan 
Thomas, al.). Brittain has kept the leg- 
end alive but taken the romance out it: 
Volcano scary hell. Using photo- 
interviews, and freshly shot foot- 


age the places Lowry lived and later 
described his highly charged, poetic 
prose, Brittain has created the imagina- 
tive world the alcoholic from the in- 
side. Richard Burton reads excerpts 
(beautifully) from Lowry’s fiction and 
letters, see the stiffly formal English 
schools and the shabby streets and bars 
small-town Mexico the way Lowry saw 
them sinister and sordid reflections 
his own misery. There’s very little 
tricky bizarre imagery here; Brittain 
avoids cinematic delirium tremens. Most 
the shots are fairly ordinary; 
Lowry’s accompanying prose that 
charges them with emotion. 


drink yet terrified so- 
briety, Lowry was impossible man; 
visited untold brutalities upon his 
friends, his admirers, himself. Yet 
must have been capable great sweet- 
ness, too, because the people interviewed 
Volcano (especially his second wife, 
Marjorie) speak him with unfailing 
tenderness. Their steady loyalty re- 
lief from Lowry’s nightmarish bitterness 
and loneliness not the boy who 
cried ‘wolf,’ wrote editor friend. 
the wolf himself crying for 
Decent when was cruel, sane when 
was mad, they were baffled his need 
suffer any would be, and yet 
they all managed reduce his pain 
whenever they could. Volcano renders 
homage both the burning lucidity 
genius and the ordinary humanity that 
helps light the way, too. 

The only aspects found troublesome 
Volcano were its over-expressive music 
(often redundant, given prose) 
and its occasional repetitiveness (at 100 
minutes, the film oppressively long). 
Memorandum, however, perfect, mir- 
acle concise construction and also one 
the most powerfully affecting docu- 
mentaries ever made. The subject here 
group Canadian and American Jews 
concentration-camp survivors who 
made pilgrimage the camp Ber- 
gen-Belsen 1965. Upon this slender 
narrative three sorrowful days Ger- 
many during which nothing surprising 
happens Brittain hangs extraordi- 
nary series meditations and inquiries 
that not only clarify the experience 
these survivors but also redefine, moral 
and philosophical terms, the whole expe- 
rience genocide comprehensible 
event within human history. hasten 
add that Brittain has not come with 
anything startlingly new the subject 
the Nazis and the Jews. Completed the 
year after the publication Hannah 
Eichmann Jerusalem, Memo- 
randum leans heavily ba- 
nality-of-evil thesis (the notion that the 
destruction the Jews was largely car- 


ried out ordinary men who killed not 
with rifle gas chamber but bureau- 
cratic organization Brittain’s terms, 
dozen years later, 
were when the movie was completed. 


even learn nothing new, 
can feel something new about what al- 
ready know. Memorandum Brittain 
uses deceptively casual tone, but every 
once while startles with in- 
sight that flashes through the air like 
knife. one point the contemporary 
German playwright Peter Weiss de- 
scribes his ideas for play about the con- 
centration camps, and then, with great 
mildness, Weiss utters the terrifying sen- 
tence, play dedicated the no- 
tion that once crime has been com- 
mitted becomes possibility for all 
After Lai and Biafra, hearing 
that line makes you tremble. You realize 
that there another meaning Brit- 
tain’s title: the film memorandum 
the audience, reminder that what has 
happened the past will happen again. 
still greater moment, and one that 


could only accomplished through film,’ 


comes sequence devoted the 1965 
war-crimes trial, Frankfurt, some 
former guards from Auschwitz. each 
man steps from police wagon outside 
the court house, Brittain freezes the ac- 
tion into still can examine the 
man’s face while narrator tells what 
crimes he’s been accused of. Finally, 
ex-guard named Borge emerges. fa- 
miliar with him because Brittain’s narra- 
tion had mentioned him earlier; he’s the 
man who men’s testicles until they 
died.” This line about Borge repeated 
while the shot frozen, and then, 
Borge begins moving again, suddenly 
wheels and slams his briefcase into the 
lens whomp! right into our faces. 
all the thousands movies I’ve seen 
can’t recall instant purer violence. 
(Here was one man who did not kill 
memorandum.) 


time Brittain returns the sur- 
vivors after scenes like these, see te- 
nacity their tired faces more stirring 
than before. This particularly true 
saddened Polish emigre named Bernard 
Laufer the central character the film 
whose dead eyes, first glance, had 
seemed yield light all. But the 
end the film Laufer emerges au- 
thentic hero man who has experi- 
enced the worst and gone dead in- 
side. When the pilgrims finally arrive 
Bergen-Belsen astonished see 
they still have the strength and human- 
ity mourn, and it’s hard suppress 
our own tears. 


Though Brittain one the few film- 
makers who can deal large issues with- 
out pomposity self-importance, he’s 
also very good lighter vein. I’m very 
fond King the Hill (1974), re- 
laxed, affectionate portrait Ferguson 
Jenkins, the Canadian-born black 
pitcher, whom Brittain followed around 
during his last two seasons (1972 and 
1973) for the Chicago Cubs. 
turns out, Jenkins not all that interest- 
ing, Brittain shifts the center the 
film baseball itself the moments 
confrontation between pticher and bat- 
ter, the nervous bantering and off the 


field, the long, melancholy season with its 
rituals, its boredom, its occasional point- 
lessness. The movie captures the feeling 
baseball conservative pastoral 
game with sensitivity and feeling for de- 
tail associate with Roger Angell’s base- 
ball reportage the New Yorker. 

Brittain also light-hearted mood 
Never Backward Step his 
portrait Roy Thomson, the small-time 
Canadian publisher who eventually be- 
came the most powerful press lord 
England. The movie ironic appre- 
ciation the capitalist hero. shape- 
less old shoe man with thick glasses 
clothes, Thomson sits 
hunched over his desk, his back seem- 
ingly bent from examining too many lines 
small print contracts; soft, dull 
voice makes deals, sends orders his 
many newspapers and magazines, denies 
requests for money. It’s clear that Thom- 
son ruthless and impersonal fellow 
with little regard for the editorial quality 
his publications (on the other hand, 
doesn’t muck around with good jour- 
nal makes money), but he’s still irre- 
Much the wit comes 
from the contrast between Thomson’s 
homely bluntness and the graceful upper- 
class chic the enervated English gentle- 
men serving his pleasure. 

There’s similar bluntness and energy 
the bristling certainties Dr. Nor- 
man Bethune (Bethune, 1964), the leftist 
Canadian physician who worked for the 
Loyalists the Spanish Civil War and 
then joined Mao’s struggle against the 
Japanese and Chiang Kai-shek; Bethune, 
who had become national hero the 
People’s Republic the time died 
the late ‘40s, was virtually forgotten 


‘Canada until this exhilarating film (based 


heavily Chinese footage) resurrected 
him. 


the bluntest, most abrasive all 
heroes undoubtedly Saul 
Alinsky (Saul Alinsky Went War, 
1968), the Chicago-born radical orga- 
nizer who spent his entire adult life per- 
suading poor people and blacks fight 
against power with some power their 
own. Alinsky’s candor merciless. 
young man suggests that politics ir- 
relevant, that really needed 
change consciousness after all, look 
Christianity! which point Alinsky, 
unable control his impatience, blurts 
out, “Oh Paul hadn’t been such 
good organizer, Christ would have been 
just another guy hanging 

Brittain studies long and ul- 
timately successful war the middle 
organize black commu- 
nity for struggle against Eastman- 
Kodak. course this only one epi- 
sode lifetime’s work. When East- 
man-Kodak gives and agrees make 
large increase minority hiring, Alin- 
sky simply packs his bag and moves 
somewhere else; he’s like the Western 
hero, always fighting for the settlers 
against the landowners, and this funny, 
impatient, truculent, indefatigable man 
needs new frontier. 

There are minor films the festival,

the very beginning know 
Short Eyes mincing, humanitarian 
prison movie, Birdman Alcatraz 
Want Live. Filmed entirely inside the 
Manhattan’s decrepit House 
Detention for Men, looks, and sounds, 
grisly: you can see the rust the bars 
and the crud the toilets and, more 
‘strikingly, hear the endless, profane, 
jivey caterwauling the prisoners. This 
something more than the usual tale 
cell-block loneliness, degradation and 
shame. Short Eyes, the mostly black and 
Hispanic prisoners are tough and cocky, 
proud their crimes and fiercely unre- 
pentant. them, being the 
either way life just rotten luck, 
but certainly nothing that can’t dealt 
with. for loneliness and shame, those 
things are for saps, for honkies. These 
prisoners are far more intent getting 
their hands some cigarettes, some 
short-heist (pornography), 
(other male prisoners forced seduced 
into sex). not only coping with 
prison life, mastered it, rigorous- 
suppressing their pain and self-ha- 
Watching Short Eyes little like 


a 


loping punch, but he’s portrayed Jose 
Perez (last seen the 
who both too diminutive and too sanc- 
timonious: never believe the other 
prisoners respect Juan’s calming words. 

The wild-card, the other hand, 
really works. Clark David (Bruce Dav- 
ison) pallid, jittery white man tan 
summer suit who doesn’t need tell 
this his ‘‘first time the joint.” 
rabbit among wolves, born patsy whose 
chances for survival would slim even 
prison slang). But child molestation 
the one unforgivable offense the pris- 
oners’ rigid rule-book, and Clark be- 
comes the object overwhelming ha- 
tred. The inmates loathe the crime be- 
cause its twisted sexuality mirrors their 
own. But Clark’s transgression not the 
only reason despised: his personal- 
ity completely alien the inmates. He’s 
the whitest the white-collared, cring- 
ing milksop out that threatens 
rat his tormenters, even though 
such threats mean almost certain death. 
His very strangeness calls the surface 
the other prisoners’ carefully buried long- 
ings for the niceties the outside 
wonder not sympathetic when 
protests got wife and They 
hate him for that, but they hate him even 
more for his own self-loathing, for it’s the 
one thing they’ve been working hard 
suppress themselves. Their tenuous 
self-respect all that stands between 
them and the abyss. 


Jose Perez, the voice reason Short Eyes 


stumbling upon jungle society where 
the survivors some long-forgotten cal- 
amity have devised their own idiosyn- 
cratic civilization. 

Miguel Pinero, who adapted his award- 
winning play for the screen, knows this 
world inside and out. was serving 
five-year sentence for armed robbery 
Sing Sing when first developed the 
play (for prison workshop); upon com- 
pletion the film’s shooting, was in- 
dicted again for grand and petty larceny, 
robbery, and possession marijuana and 
dangerous weapon. Many the for- 
mer convicts and addicts who participated 
the 1974 stage production are the 
movie, and they look and act their parts 
film convicts ever have. Prison has 
changed these men. They talk without 
expecting anyone listen; their humor 
runs toward vicious taunting; they some- 
times mob together invisible com- 
mand. 


knows that his saucy, swagger- 
ing inmates, however entertaining, are 
themselves dramatically insufficient. 
adds two characters for outsiders 
hang to: stable sort named Juan and 
wild-card named Clark Davis. Juan 
authoritative voice reason amid the 
ornery masses, and found him diffi- 
cult swallow he’d been Pat 
O’Brien clerical collar. might have 
been more convinced had been able 
back his pronouncements with wal- 


Robert Young (whose 
past work has been mainly doc- 
umentaries) shows his greatest skill the 
violent scenes, where restrains his 
camera, cutting rapidly and refusing 
linger. Though Young and Pinero strive 
mightily make the film feel off-hand 
cinema-verite documentary, they 
keep the stagy quality entirely 
bay. Much it’s the dialogue itself, 
which suffers from embarrassment 
low-life eloquence: few prisoners are 
marvelously alliterative Pinero’s. But 
what would crippling flaws film 
with less raw vitality seem mere scratches 
here. And some the acting astonish- 
ing: Tito Goya’s cell-block pretty-boy, 
Cupcakes, squirmy portrait sexual 
indecision; Joseph Carberry’s murder- 
ous, spacey Murphy inspired cross 
between Robert Mitchum and Rip Torn; 
and Pinero himself does masterfully 
compressed, menacing turn Go, the 
scurvy prison hustler. Best all Bruce 
Clark Davis. Most famous for 
his lead the mediocre horror thriller- 
Willard, Davison has become perfor- 
mer such precision and control that his 
smallest gestures speak volumes. His 
warped, slightly breathless confession 
Juan, brilliantly written, both odious 
and absolutely spellbinding. This 
probably the most convincing prison mo- 
vie ever filmed; it’s surprise that 
makes your skin crawl.

Dwight Twilley Band: 


scratching the surface pop 


Perfection not enough 


Dwight Twilley loses the meaning

Dwight Twilley Band 
have almost much grasp pop 
surface Fleetwood Mac, the 
reigning masters pop-rock. 
The drums, which are the cen- 
ter their sound, jump out with 
true vigor. The lead guitars stut- 
ter and soar with brittle clarity, 
and the vocals Dwight Twil- 
ley and Phil Seymour (who are 
the Dwight Twilley Band) alter- 
nate effervescence with grit. The 
sound symmetrical, seamless 
and never anemic. merging the 
obsessive control pop its de- 
mand for order and structure 
with the abandon rock ‘n’ roll 
its love for loose ends and an- 
archy Twilley Don’t Mind (Ar- 
ista), the group’s second album, 
ought have achieved perfect 
marriage. It’s too perfect. 

Pop perfection always tricky, 
masking ephemera with technol- 
ogy. course, can also ex- 
hilarating. One only has 
back any number Phil Spec- 
tor Motown singles (or for that 
matter, Leo Sayer’s 
Need You” the Emotions’ 
best Top Ten hits) hear 
how studio expertise generates 
grandeur. Each instrument 
its proper place, each vocal dip 
and hesitation the right mo- 
ment. The total sound not the 
metaphor but the message and 
the message almost always 
about love and the sound its 
idealization. 

Dwight Twilley are unabash- 
edly pop band. With few ex- 
ceptions their songs are always 
about love and they have created 
hermetically sealed world where 
nothing else matters not school, 
not work, not even friends. Their 


rock ‘n’ roll tradition is, after 
all, melodramatic form yet al- 
most all Twilley Don’t Mind 
rings false. They are not pur- 
suit romance, but romanti- 
cism. song after song their love 
(invariably young girl) has just 
appeared just gone out 
reach, but rarely there sense 
their pop professionalism, Twil- 
ley have discarded ambivalence 
fear. This not simply matter 
naive optimism. Their har- 
monies float ebulliantly, their 
guitars duck-walk 
tically, and still one has sense 
what most these songs mean 
passion convenient subject. 
Pop craft has replaced pop emo- 
tion. 

What makes Twilley Don’t 
Mind frustrating that they 
clearly have fertile pop imag- 
ination. Their sound, amal- 


gam rockabilly and early ‘60s 
British rock, glistens with details 
Twilley’s hiccups, grunts and 
screams, constantly 
shifting rhythms. But only 
“That Remember” and 
ing Find Baby” tech- 
nology not the end but the means. 
Both songs are anthems frus- 
tration and memory, and they 
soar with urgency that only 
hinted the rest the al- 
bum: there fear Twilley’s 
voice and trepidation the ar- 
rangements. Nothing glossed 
over; there hiding behind 
false braggadocio (‘Twilley Don’t 
pandering excesses 
She 


‘n’ roll, its best, has al- 


ways been personal style, way 
defining one’s relation the 
rest the world. Twilley, how- 
ever, seem believe only rock 
‘n’ roll form, not idea. This 
perhaps the inevitable result 
band who are almost complete- 
the creation the studio, 
where it’s easier become more 
entranced with energy than emo- 


tion. (They are currently their 
first national tour, short hap- 
hazard affair that bypassing 
Boston.) Twilley’s love for rock 
‘n’ roll structure evident 
throughout Twilley Don’t Mind.

Twilley are more interested 
creating romantic icons than ex- 
ploring romantic impulses. 
choosing the Beatles and Elvis 
Presley their models, they have 
come with looming symbols. 
Instead drawing historical 
parallel pointing glorious fu- 
ture, they remain mired the 
past. They have built nostalgia 
into their music which smacks 
such calculation (and, when they 
recall the Moody Blues 
such bad taste) that belies 
the innocence they clearly want 
convey. Twilley are not recasting 
the Beatles Presley, but aping 
them. Rock roll their hands 
becomes puzzle whose only 
point put all the pieces the 
right places. Their solutions are 
perfect, but they have mean- 
ing. Dwight Twilley are their 
way becoming first-rate epi- 
gones.

hippies, there never was 
more consistently edifying musi- 
cal experience than the Incred- 
ible String Band. bringing 
their friends into the band, they 
illustrated the ideal mutually 
supportive working community.

image his later years was 
that low-key family man. was 
simply easygoing, well-preserved 
country squire who sold orange juice 
with his wife and kids television and 
aspired only driving golf balls 
“Straight Down the 
breezy song put it. is, course, se- 
cret that was one the wealthiest men 
America, but least appeared 
maintain his kindness, humility and in- 
souciant wit. (By contrast, long- 
time crony Bob Hope strikes one the 
sort who gets his jollies from cantanker- 
ously upbraiding his underlings fur- 
tively looking the skirts young 
women.) 

Nevertheless, seems somewhat iron- 
that Crosby’s vast wealth was part 
attributable the financial miseries that 
beset the world the early ‘30s.

His apprenticeship with the Paul White- 
man Orchestra, which the fabled Bix 
Beiderbecke, Dorsey brothers and Frank 
Trumbauer were making good salaries 
playing sugary two-beat charts and stol- 
adaptations classical music, helped 
Crosby develop his technique. learned 
awful lot about composition and vo- 
cal later recalled. 

Working with Rinker and Harry 
Barris the Rhythm Boys, which was 
part the Whiteman troupe, Crosby 
evinced affinity for the jaunty 
tunes the day. When the Rhythm Boys 
joined the Duke Ellington band for 
1930 waxing Little the 
results were delightfully smooth. 

With his clear blue eyes, hooded lids, 
wavy hair and, above all, his quavering 
tenor (before nodes his vocal cords 
dropped his voice that honey-and- 
toast baritone re- 
nown), Bing Crosby was tremendously 
romantic figure 1931. poured his 
heart into ballads like Surrender 
and Through With Love,” and his 
affecting style became known

The glory that was Thrace 


the MFA: sociology ancient wealth

hracian now the 
Museum Fine Arts, show an- 
cient artifacts and ancient wealth. The 
antiquity even its humblest items 
makes them treasures archaeologists, 
curators, auctioneers. What surprises 
the ease with which recognize the 
objects the ancients themselves regarded 
treasures. The Thracian tribes pro- 
duced some the earliest gold artifacts 
known have originated Europe. 
They apparently discovered precious ores 
their territory early 4000 BC. 
time (c. 900 BC), the Thracians 
were widely known for their taste for 
gold, fine horses, and the glory com- 
bat. 

Ancient Thrace encompassed much 
what now Bulgaria, and most the ob- 
jects the present show are the spoils 
Bulgarian archaeological work, some 
quite recent. The survival many 
riches due part the Thracian cus- 
tom burying aristocrats with the amen- 
ities proper glorious afterlife. Cen- 
turies before Christ, the Thracians wor- 
shiped deity called Zalmoxis. Accord- 
ing legend, Zalmoxis was revered 
tribal leader who resurrected himself 
three years after death confirm his peo- 
ple’s belief immortality. This convic- 
tion was one the things Greek visitors 
Thrace considered odd. But during 
centuries interaction between the two 
cultures, the Thracians adopted some 
the deities Classical Greece, and they 
can seen again and again motifs 
decorating the Thracian gold (on display 
until the end the month). 

you look the show chronologi- 
cally (and its arrangement facilitates this), 
you see progression from artifacts that 
could have belonged any Bronze Age 
people those with prominent aes- 
thetic style. The show thus raises the 
question when these objects change 
from archaeological valuables aes- 
thetic achievements when workman- 
ship becomes art. 

Part the aura these 
from the very fact that they have sur- 
vived. Even though the rudest items are 
the oldest (with few exceptions), their 
relative simplicity makes their survival 
seem less remarkable than that the 
more luxurious, highly wrought, less an- 
cient pieces. The fantastic gold and silver 
high points the show indicate form 
social organization more intelligible 
than the one that produced the early arti- 


facts. The objects that represent intrinsic 
wealth imply privileged class eager for 
luxuries and able have others produce 
them. The banality the Thracian trea- 
sures the ones that obviously are 
treasures their luxuriousness, their 
implicit flattery anyone position 
possess them. us, the mere quantity 
gold some these objects can im- 
pressive the way they are crafted. 

style, many the most precious arti- 
facts look bizarre modern eyes. Con- 
sider the silver and gold rhyta (drinking 
horns) that stud the show. They some- 
times combine the shape animal 
head with that goblet. Around the 
sides will appear reliefs mythi- 
cal scenes that are completely out scale 
with its other images. The beauty the 
materials and workmanship may keep 
observer from noticing how freely dis- 
parate images and functions are com- 
bined single object. One the most 
striking the show phiale, liba- 
tion bowl, solid gold, decorated with 
three concentric rings Negroid heads 
and inner ring acorns. This piece 
could almost mistaken for the per- 
verse excess some 20th-century Sur- 
realist Dali, for example. 

Inadvertent affinities style an- 
cient and modern objects always fascin- 
ate me, for they suggest common aes- 
thetic not defined history. Another 
example this show Early Iron Age 
bronze. Along its top edge 
are three animal heads. This object could 
almost mistaken for early work 
David Smith, sculptor who frequently 
integrated tools into his work and made 
stylistic simplifications similar those 
the little animal heads the Thracian ob- 
ject. 

useful bear mind when look- 
ing this show that most the things 
were not intended viewed art. 
With the real treasures, hard tell 
whether the gold the workmanship im- 
presses more.

course you could get almost the 
same effect with oood microphone and 
equalizer just boost the midrange 
the equalizer and lower the 
treble. But that’s expensive 
proposition. good microphone costs 
about $60 here, and equalizer costs 
about the same.
